destroyed a three story lodging house 
in the foreign section of Jamaica, Long 
Island. The blaze started in a hallway, 
the only exit, and spread so rapidly 
that few of the inmates had an oppor- 
tunity to escape.

workmen employed in the

The dead, five men and two women, 


were all foreigners.

Years Ago 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Abandoned 


in a carpet bag fifty-two years ago, 
when he wan hut nine days old, Alfred 
Sommers Molyneux, of No. 665 Grove 
street, Jersey City, has determined to 
devote the remaining years oif his life 
if necessary to clearing up the mystery 
of his birth. 


Molynoux is the name he got from 


his adopted parents, Henri' and Betsy 
Molyneux, who took him 
into

home to replace a son who was born 
the day he was yound, September 10, 
1858, and died th£ next. clay.

"Democracy and-popular government 


were wellnlgh forgotten 
words 
when 


the compact 
embodying both 
wa5 


signed. 
Slowly the 
principle 
spread 


almost unnoticed through the Ameri- 
can colonies. .A -century and a .half 
went by and then tho democracy of tin; 
Mayflower compact rose suddenly mili- 
tant upon a world which did not un- 
derstand. 
The Representative Principle . 


"It is well to remember also that this 


democracy recognized in the cabin of 
the Mayflower as the true government 
for free men had one quality wholly 
lacking in the democracies 
of 
Rome 


nnd Greece, and of 
the 
middle ages. 


That quality was 
the 
representative 


principle, in theory and 
uractice 
fa- 


miliar to all Knglish speaking people. 
But 
the 
representation 
which they 


knew was that of orders 
and 
classes 


and institutions. Here in America ihey 
yoked H to the principle of government 
by the people and so produced reore^, 
sentative 
democracy and that is the 


democracy which lor a century and a. 
half has marched on from victory to 
victory. Where the representative prin- 
ciple was lacking or was crushed out 
democracy has failed and 
turned 
to 


despotism, an in the republics of Rom-; 
and Greece or in the Italiim cities. 


"The conception of an organic lav. 


and the conception of a representative 
democracy are two mighty principles 
to find a place in one document at a 
time when the world had no care or 
thought for either. 
And yet the great- 


est is behind. 
"Tlie tradition of the Mayllower as I 


read H is in the spirit and purpose of 
the little baud of exiles who made the 
compact and came hither to found a 
state. 
Their purpose was to secnre 


freedom to worship God in their own 
fashion and to preserve their national- 
ity and their native language. 
For 


these ends they had left luifely, shelter 
and comfort. 


"They cherished certain high ideals 


and they se.t those ideals above all else 
the world could give. 
In this age o( 


ours money and material success have 
assumed proportions never before wit- 
nessed. Neither is a lofty nor complete 
ideal in the life of a man. 
We see the 


dangers which they breed. On the one 
side in those who

succeeded -i 


greed is often developed which is too 
ready to disregard law and trample on 
human rights. On the other side among 
those who have been nnalile to satisfy 
their craving for wealth appears invy 
nnd malice which under thin disguises 
would destroy the more fortunate and 
involve the prosperity of guilty and in- 
nocent nlike in a common ruin.

"We must have material prosperity,

Is -withered and dead. High-ideals lit

stands forth in the pages of every his- 
tory as one of the great Events of the 
time, not because they were among the 
founders of the republic, but because 
they had great purposes and by their 
conception of duty influenced the fate 
of men." 


William B. Lawrence of Medford ac- 


cepted the monument on behalf of the 
memorial association, and a quartet 
sang "The Landing of the Pilgrims," by 
Mrs. Hemans. 


Congressman McCleary of Minnesota, 


who supported the bill in congress for 
a governmental appropriation to assist 
in the erection of the monument, was 
the next speaker.

President Taft was warmly applaud- 


ed when he arose to spe^. He touched 
ion the circumstances wlii^'h led the Pil- 
jgrinis to New England and on their in- 
Uluenc-e on the. history of America.

"The spirit wiileh prompted them to 


: brave tlie seas has furnished the United 
'States the highest ideals of moral life 
!and political citizenship," said the presi- 
;<lent. 
President Taft's address was 


as follows: 
. "Here, two hundred and ninety years 
ago. a iiand of one Hundred pilgrims 
in a small, crowded and leaking vessel 
llrst saw their new home;. They had 
been preceded by tlia French on the 
St. Lawrence and by the English at. 
Jamestown and other efforts had been 
made on the New England coast to 
found colonies for prolit before this. 
But this was the first attempt made by 
men seeking political and religious in- 
dependence to secure an 
asylum 
in 


! America where they might escape the 
•fussy, meddling, narrow and tyrannical 
, restraints imposed by the lirst of the 
: Stuarts. They were not of a nobility, 
! they were not of the upper middle, 
i class. They were of the yeomanry of 
I the farmer class. Their ministers wero 
! university bred men but the rest/vere 
•humble, 
God-fearing 
persons 
who 


!wcre avowed non-conformists and had 
ibeen persecuted as such in their homes 
in the eastern part of England. 
As 


early as IMS they lied to Amsterdam 
. and then to Leyden to enjoy the free- 
' dom of religious worship for 
which 


Holland was then distinguished among 
the countries of the world. 


"It was there that, 
years 
before, 


Erasmus had preached the wisdom and 
virtue of toleration of religious be- 
liefs and tlie elimination of the Span- 
ish inquisition left The Netherlands, 
the refuge of those persecuted for their 
faith. The wish to remain English- 
men finally induced this venturesome 
quest for another place of 
residence 


where they could maintain a theocracy 
based on a human democracy. 


"The differences between the Pilgrims 


and Puritans emphasize the heroism 
of the Plymouth colonists. The Puri- 
tans had wealth nnd social influence 
and prominence. They sailed in com- 
fort and freedom from danger and they 
came in thousands. 
Not so with the 


Pilgrjms. 
They were the humble men 


whose faith was extreme in Its sim- 
plicity and stern. 
The spirit which 


prompted them to brave the seas to 
land oh this forbidding coast in winter 
and to MVP. here, has-made the .history 
of this country what It is. H- prompt- 
ed and fought thfi Revolutionary war. 
It welcomed and fought the Civil .war 
and has furnished tne United States 
the highest ideals of moral life 
and 


political citizenship. We heed not de- 
fend the lack of liberality which 
in 


their early history the Pilgrims may 
have shown to those differing

The park commission is opposed to 


the expenditure o£ $3000 for the im- 
provement of the Little Canada play- 
ground. This much ;was brought out 
at a meeting of the commission held 
last night. The members of the board 
wanted it understood that they were 
not adverse to the improvement of the. 
Little Canada playground but, under 
present conditions, they did not think 
it feasible or advisable to spend that 
amount of money. 


The matter was introduced by.Chair- 


man Plckmnn. Ho said the board did 
not in any way wish 10 have it appear 
that the board wanted to direct the 
work or the city 
government. "We 


constitute a different body," he said, 
"and this matter of appropriating $3000 
does not come before us In any way. 
However, in.view of the fact that the 
money, once appropriated, 
must 
be 


spent under our direction we feel that 
we should say something about thu 
place." 
Harvey.B. Greene said: "Last year 


the city government voted the sum uf. 
$2000 for the improvement o£ the Little 
Canada playground and. park. Of that 


1 amount $1500 was expended and 
we 


therefore had a surplus of 5500. This we 
wanted to turn back to the general 
treawury fund and until tonight we be- 
lieved that it had been! We find, how- 
ever, upon consulting the 
statement 


relative to (he city's finances issued by 
the city auditor, that the sum of $500 
was appropriated this year for the im- 
provement of the Little Canada park. 


"We plan to get tno street depart- 


ment to dump in 'dressing during the 
fall n.nd winter months and thus make 
a good filling Tor the place. With the 
money placed to our credit we 
can 


purchase loam and seed and whfitever

The Attendant to Judge 


Foster Resigns 


NEW YORK, Aug. '5.—Jacob New- 


man,, the attendant to Judge Warren 
\V. Foster, who Has been practising 
law and drawing his salary from tho 
city at the same time, a fact to which 
Comptroller Prendcrgast took 
excep- 


tion, sent in his resignation yesterday 
to Judge Foster. At the same time-he 
removed his personal belongings froni 
the private chambers of. the judge in 
the Criminal Courts building. 


In his letter to Judge Foster New- 


man said that for 'the first time his 
right - to . practise law while holding 
the post of attendant had been ques- 
tioned. Newman •reminded Judge Fos- 
ter, that, the arrangement had 
been 


against him .(Newman's) will and was 
made solely in deference to the 
pro- 


nounced wishes of Judge Foster and 
that It would have been to his personal 
advantage to have-devoted himself en- 
tirely .to the practice of law. He had 
remained with the judge through a 
desire to: render faithful and 
useful 


service to the public. 


"A letter from Judge.Foster, replying 


to the one written some days ago by 
the comptroller was received yesterday 
at the comptroller's office. 


In the. letter Judge Foster said that 


Newman was not .a. court attendant 
but a non-civil service-appointee, and 
was In his opinion not forbidden to 
practise law. He had induced New- 
man to remain because he felt that the 
advantage which the public, derived 
through Its having in its employ In 
such capacity a young lawyer of such 
intelligence, Integrity nnd ability justi- 
fied him In urging Newman to make 
the sacrifice. 


Continuing, Judge Foster wrote: 
You say that you are informed "that 


Mr. Newman performed none of 
the 


ordinary duties of an. attendant to a 
judge." To perform.the many respon- 
sible duties which I put upon him re- 
quired not only long hours of constant 
attendance in my chambers, but a high 
degree of intelligence, learning, ability, 
tact and. discretion, all of 
which he 


brought to bear to the entire satisfac- 
tion, not only of myself but also, 
I 


have reason to believe, to thft satisfac- 
tion of all with whom he came In con- 
tact in official relations. Your infor- 
mation, therefore, would seem to be 
unfounded. So, in fact, are such other 
statements, as, for instance, that the 
offices occupied, by him were entirely 
remodelled and renovated under 
his 


personal direction; that "commodious 
space," postage, telephone, etc., were 
furnished him. etc. The facts are that 
the small ante-room of my chambers 
occupied by him and by a stenographer 
was remodelled, together with the oth- 
er chambers of the other judges, pur- 
suant to a departmental architect's 
plan. In all the work connected there- 
with Mr. Newman looked after such 
details only as I directed. 


Equally unfounded are 
statements 


that he has availed himself of the 
services of stenographers and clerks of 
this court in his practice. Mr. New- 
man informs me, and I believe him. 
that he has maintained an office and 
has personally defrayed all expenses 
incidental 
to 
his 
private 
practice, 


which I may indicate, is confined to 
civil cases, 'and I may add that 1 have 
paid him myself for such private work 
as" he has done for me.

Little Canada Playground 


The park commission is opposed to 


the expenditure of $3000 for 'the im- 
provement of the Little Canada play- 
ground. Tills much was brought out 
at a meeting of the commission held 
last night. Tho members of the board 
wanted-it understood that, they were 
not adverse to tho Improvement of the 
Little Canada playground but, under 
present conditions, they did not think 
it feasible or advisable to spend that 
amount of money. 
Tho matter was introduced by Chair- 


man Plckman. He said the board did 
not in any way wish to have it appear, 
that tho hoard wanted to direct the 
work ol the city 
government. "We 


constitute a different body." he said, 
"and this matter of appropriating $3000 
does not come before us in any way. 
However, in view of the fact that tha 
money, once appropriated, 
must- be 


spent under, our direction we feel that 
we should say something about the 
place." 
Harvey B. Greene said: "Last year 


the city government, voted the sum of 
$2000 for the improvement of the Little 
Canada playground and park. Of that 
amount $1600 was expended and 
wu 


therefore had a surplus of $500. This we 
wanted to turn back to the general 
treasury fund and until tonight we be- 
lieved that it had been. We find, how- 
ever, upon consulting the 
statement 


relative to the city's finances issued by 
tho city auditor, that the sum of $600 
was appropriated this year for the im- 
provement of the Little Canada park. 


"We plan to get tne street depart- 


ment to dump in dressing during the 
fall and winter months and thus make 
a good filling for the placo. With the 
money placed to our credit wo 
can

President Harvey B. Greene opened 


the post-prandial exorcises with a brief 
speech of welcome, after which he In- 
troduced as the first speaker 
Mayor 


John F. Meehan. 
Mayor Meohan'e H«mark« 


Mayor Meohan was 
warmly 
wel- 


comed as he arose and ha spoke in 
part as .follows: 
"I certainly feel honored to speak 


before such a representative gathering 
of nien, men who represent enterprises 
and wealth, not only In this oity but 
throughout the Merrimack Valley. I 
have always found it a most pleasant 
duty to talk to the members of the 
Lowell board of trade because it repre- 
sents such good and progressive prin- 
ciples. One of the alms of this body 
Is to bring about better conditions in 
the city of Lowell, to encourasro others 
to come here and to advance tho whole 
city's interests. To the Board of trade 
tha city looks for good things and I 
must say that we have not been in the 
least disappointed, especially by our 
present board. They have accomplish- 
ed things and Indications point to con- 
tinued accomplishments.

In Lowell the pub- 
lic service corporations arc endeavor- 
ing to stifle the city's progress In many 
ways. The cure for this. transporta- 
tion evil is-a waterway to 
tidewater. 


Then only will Lowell start to move 
over progressive ai)il prosperous lines. 


"The public men of the cities along 


the Merrimack valley should 
arouse 


themselves to the possibilities 
before 


them. Some people may scoff at the 
politician and public servant hut It is 
to them they all look when In want 
of public Improvements 
and 
advan- 
tages. Let the representatives of the 
masses, then, unite In their endeavors 
to bring these much needed changes—- 
they can do It If they make unity their 
watchword—and 
the 
community in 


general will benefit. 'A waterway from 
this city, or Nashua, to tho sea Is not 
a Utopian drenm, it can be realized, 
and It is my earnest wish that it will 
In the near future. If my personal ef- 
forts can assist I gladly offer them to 
you."

Some Interesting History 


Ira II. Harris, of Nashua, N 
T. H., treas- 


urer of tho New Hampshire state board 
of trade was next introduced and he 
gave a most interesting history of the 
! Merrimack river. 
Mr. Harris spoke as 


• follows: 


Seventeen years before the landing 


of the 
Pilgrims 
at 
Plymouth Du 


Champlaln sailed along 
the 
present 


coast of Maine and landed at Kye 
beach, where an Indian marked out for 
him the course'of the Merrimack, a 
river noted then, noted now and one 
which will continue to be famous un- 
til . the end of time. 
It was. .famous 


then as being the most valuable fish- 
ing stream that 
entered the Atlantic 


oeean along the present borders of r-few 
England.' 
It was called the Sturgeon 


river on account of the large numbers 
of that variety of fish which frequent- 
ed Its waters. 
But the most valuable 


fishing consisted of the salmon and t 
sliad which ascended the river In count- 
less myriads, one peculiarity about them 
was that while they travelled together 
as far as Franklin, at the forks of the 
river there they parted company. The 
salmon preferring the cool and rapid 
waters of the P-emlgewassett took 
to 


that stream while the shad as unani- 
mous in their tastes, took to the warm 
and quiet waters 
of 
Lake Wlnnipe- 


saukee where they propagated their 
young in countless numbers. 


During the fishing season which oc- 


curred in June the population of tho 
several villages which lined the'Mor- 
rlmack was greatly auguinnted by del- 
egations from tho different tribes of 
the confederation for it should be re- 
membered that the Mohawk, the dead-
